By so doing 
you will avoid the food official: who is on the hunt 
for errors, technical and otherwise. 


Think how much more quickly the full standards 
and better qualities of canned goods would go into 
consumption if packers would put up no more seconds 
or off grades. 


The packer who wants to see the consumption of 
canned goods substantially increased ought to be will- 
ing to pay his just proportion of the expense of in- 
creasing it. Sybscriptions are in order, and your check 
for any amount, down to five dollars, will be put to 


good use if sent to Treasurer Frank E. Gorrell of the 


National association’s Publicity Fund Committee, at 
Bel Air, Md. 
Each week the summaries of business conditions 


furnished by the commercial agencies show a bright- 
ening outlook. In Bradstreet’s last weekly review it 
is stated that “Improvement is more manifest in gen- 
eral trade and industry this week” ; also that “Develop- 
ments have been largely favorable, chief among these 
the increased arrivals of buyers in most markets, a 
greater disposition to take hold for fall and spring de- 
livery, a favorable government crop report, the con- 
tinuance of the marked strength in security markets, 
the growing firmness of the time money market.” 
From Bradstreet’s weekly trade summary we quote: 
“All branches of business affected by the new tariff 
are rapidly adjusting themselves to the amended sched- 
ules, and the ending of the period of uncertainty as 
to the rates of duty to be imposed has already had the 
effect of stimulating trade. Reports from all the im- 
portant cities in all the leading trades are most en- 
couraging. In the iron and steel trade each week 
serves to bring an increased volume of business to the 
mills, and labor is in greater request. Advices from 
industrial centers indicate that working forces are 
being enlarged whenever possible, and retail trade 
shows more activity as payrolls expand.” Everything 
goes to indicate a larger consuming demand for canned 
goods than was had during the last winter and spring.

OOD COMMISSIONER James Foust, of 
Pennsylvania, has sent THE CANNER a copy 
of his report for the current year. In it we 
find the State Chemist’s report on the con- 

dition of the various food products analyzed during 
the year covered by the report, which presents 
in a nutshell the percentage of adulteration found in 
the various lines of food products examined, the fol- 
lowing being on the subject of canned goods: 

Of canned vegetables and fruits, 196 samples were taken 
and analyzed by the chemists of the division. The result was 
eminently satisfactory and highly complimentary to the can- 
ners. Asparagus, beans, baked beans, beets, blackberries, 
eherries, corn, macaroni, mince-meat, mushrooms, peaches, peas, 
pickles, pineapples, pumpkins, red raspberries, rhubarb, spinach, 
strawberries, succotash, tomatoes, were among the articles pur- 
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chased by the agents of the division and carefully examined 
by the chemists. As a result, five samples out of the 196 were 
found to have been adulterated by the use of foreign substances, 
but in every instance the adulteration had been so minute that 
it was believed no case could be established, hence no prosecu- 
tion was ordered. The articles adulterated were beans, mush- 
rooms and strawberries. 

This does, indeed, show a high per centage of purity 
for canned goods, and it is possible that even the five 
samples which the chemist found to have been adulter- 
ated so minutely that it wasn’t believed a case could 
be established against the packer, contained no added 
substance, since the “foreign substance” discovered by 
the analyst may have been something native to beans, 
mushrooms,. and strawberries and not an adulterant 
at all. 


A Triumph 


HE securing from packers and concerns allied 
with the canning industry of pledges of sums 
aggregating $25,000 annually, for three years, 
may be considered a triumph. Twenty-five 
thousand a year for three consecutive years was the 
mark set, and it required persistent effort to climb up 
to it, for the packers, in whose interest the publicity 
fund idea was conceived, did not respond to the ap- 
peals, which were made at first by Mr. Haserot and 
later by Mr. Gorrell, as promptly as they might have 
done. Nevertheless, the object was worthy and the 





work persisted in until crowned with success. 

It was all the more a triumph because it demon- 
trated that cooperation is gaining headway in the can- 
ning industry. Not even would an attempt to raise 
such a fund have been made three or four years ago. 
The canners weren’t ready for it then; they hadn’t ab- 
sorbed enough of the advertising idea, nor had the 
value of united effort for mutual benefit been impressed 
upon them. The national association is entitled to the 
credit for that. 


Prosperity and the Crops 


ROSPERITY of a most substantial character is 
forecasted by the estimated value of the prin- 
cipal farm crops of this year. The following 
table gives some idea of the steady growth of 


the nation’s fundamental commercial strength:

This table shows the advance in the value of farm 
crops since 1880. The basis of the business prosperity 
of this country is without question to be found in the 
remarkable development of its agricultural resources. 
It will be noticed that this development has been of 
increasing importance with each succeeding year. Un- 
doubtedly the application of more intelligent farming 
methods has done much to bring about this result. 
Agriculture has become a science and in the future 
infinitely greater care is going to be exercised in the 
use of farm land. This, with the general movement 
toward the conservative and economic use of all the 
country’s natural resources, should give us prosperity 
of a definite and permanent character. 


With the harvesting of farm products worth more 
than $8,000,000,000, the last lingering doubt as to the 
business future should be dispelled. The past two 
years have certainly been lean ones but the moving of 
crops, of greater value than ever before, should start 
a rush of business in all lines of greater volume even 
than that of 1907. There is no question but that the 
period of industrial depression has been prolonged by 
the timidity of all prospective buyers. This developed 
into months of hand-to-mouth business in all lines, a 
condition of affairs which made it impossible for a 
man to part with a dollar except for his absolute and 
immediate necessities. All that was needed to put the 
required backbone into trade was some big natural 
force that would convince all business men, in spite of 
themselves, of the return of prosperity. This has come 
with the harvesting of the crops and we now can say 
that this is certainly a year of plenty. 

General business conditions are already feeling the 
effect of the abundant harvest. During the last month 
many industries have shown increasing activity. A 
much better inquiry and a great deal healthier demand 
has been apparent. An $8,000,000,000 crop is a big 
help toward prosperity. Let’s hope that the increase 
next year will be as big as it is forecasted for this year.

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Tomatoes—The fact that tomatoes are no higher shows 
how firmly fixed has become the jobbers’ habit of treating 
canned indifference as possible. It 
isn’t exaggerating in the least to say that of the week’s 
crop news there has been a decided preponderance of dis- 
couraging advices, yet the market in the west isn’t higher. 
Rain has been badly needed in the tri-states territory, and 
the tomato crop has been damaged there, unless the rain at 
the first of the week set matters right. The second tomato 
section in point of importance is Indiana, and there is no 
lack of evidence to indicate (or demonstrate) that that 
state’s early pack will be severely disappointing in size, 
Indiana is suffering from the effects of the too copious early 
rains, which played havoe with the first setting. Some of 
the most dismal kind of reports have been received this 
week from various Indiana points, convincing enough of the 
fact that it is now largely up to the late setting, because 
while there are large and luxuriant vines throughout Indiana 
generally the tomatoes which should be clinging to them in 
generous numbers are conspicuous chiefly by their absence. 
It is early, as the cautious say, to make any predictions 
about the season’s tomato pack, but the week’s straws have 
unmistakably pointed to a lowered condition of the tomato 
crop as a whole and nearly every one has indicated a reduced 
output from what packers recently were warranted in expect-

ing. However, the market has not taken a jump; spot -stand- 
ard No. 3s are obtainable at 75¢e to 77%e Chicago, though 
very few Indiana old goods remain in packers’ hands. More 
spot goods are held at 77%4¢ than can be bought for 75c 
here. Spot gallon standards are $2.15 to $2.25, Chicago. 
The trading is limited, for while reports on the crop in

‘*The crop in the upper part of the peninsula is generally 
very good. From the summary of the reports which we haye 
received we should say that those counties and that part of 
Delaware will have at least 80 per cent of a normal crop, 
In the Jower eastern shore counties and the lower part of 
Delaware the crop is very poor, and in Somerset county, 
which is quite a large packing county, the reports indicate 
that owing to the rains in June, which prevented planting 
cut until just the time when they began to harvest wheat, 
the acreage is reduced to akout 60 per cent of that of last 
vear. The crop is not doing well and present prospects are 
for not more than 50 per cent of a normal yield. Nearly all 
of the packers in this county have cut down their can 
requirements, and one of the largest packers there has just 
notified us that he cannot possibly pack more than 25 per 
cent of last year’s pack. This same condition is true, but 
not to such a great extent, in the lower part of Dorchester 
county and in part of Wicomico county.’’

Peas—Chicago buyers are a listless lot at the moment. 
They probably realize well enough that there is going to be 
a great scarcity before very long of strictly fancy peas; in 
fact, they are already scarce, and it seems certain that no Chi- 
cago wholesaler has purchased sufficient fancies for his re- 
quirements, yet they act as if they didn’t like to load up. A 
Chicago broker, in discussing the attitude of local buyers, 
says that ‘‘They don’t know what they are going to have to 
do, as it hinges on what turn the retail buying will take; that 
is, whether the retailers will lean largely toward cheap peas 
or call for a goodly proportion of fancy grades,’’ Just now 
the efforts of Wisconsin canners with cheap peas to sell are 
apparently being concentrated on Chicago, hence buyers in 
this market are getting the opportunities and absorbing the 
snaps. Those packers who have been selling to the country 


jobbers have been getting better prices than they could have 


obtained here for the grades disposed of.

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The feature of the week was the announcement by the 
Wisconsin Pea Canners’ Company, which succeeded to the 
business of the Albert Landreth Company of Manitowoe and 
the Vaudrueil Company of Two Rivers, Wis., that they would 
deliver on their 1909 contracts 60 per cent of extra sifteds, 
35 per cent on Junes, 40 per cent on sifted Junes, and 75 per 
cent on standard Junes. 

Now, regarding the size of the season pack, THE CANNER 
has the following from one who has been in close touch with 
packers during the season: ‘‘I am unable to give you much 
of an idea as to the pack in the different states of each of 
the several grades, any more than that there is a very great. 
shortage on No. 2 fancies, the pack this year running largély 
to 3s and 4s. From the reports coming in at the present 
time (August 13) I still think the pack will be some little 
short of that of a year ago, but not quite as much short as 
my early predictions, on account of the late rains in Wiscon- 
sin that helped the late, or sweet, varieties considerably. 
Also the late reports coming in from New York will bring 
the pack in New York State up to a year ago.’’ 

Tue CANNER hears from Wisconsin that the late rains 
didn’t help the pack very much after all, and we have the 
opinion of a well posted packer that Wisconsin’s shortage 
in output as compared with 1908 will fall little below 500,000 
cases. THE CANNER has learned this week of still more pack- 
ers who have been either buying or trying to buy fancy peas 
with which to fill their future contracts; and not only that, 
but thousands of cases of fancies have been wanted and 
thousands bought. 

Fruits—Calitornia apricots are higher and firm at the ad- 
vance. A dispatch from San Francisco, dated August 13, 
said: ‘‘The California Fruit Canners’ Association has ad- 
vanced the opening price list for canned apricots as follows:

at present are firm, exhibiting an advancing tendency. We 
understand that the advance on apricots has been generally 
made by other California canners. ; 

Corn—Sixty cents f. o. b. factory for future standard grade 
is the inside of today’s market. An echo, or result, of the 
condition to which dry weather reduced the sweet corn crop 
in New York State and the Tri-States territory was the con- 
siderable demand from the East for sizeable lots of Western 
corn. Eastern buyers have been in evidence here within 
the past several days, indicating, of course, a poor outlook 
in Eastern corn canning sections, including Maryland, where 
Maine style corn was quoted in last advices at 67%e per 
dozen, f. 0. b. factories, high enough to turn Eastern buyers? 
attention westward. The crop in the West is good, though 
this isn’t the invariable tenor of our advices, as here and 
there drouth has been complained of. Portions of Iowa, for 
instance, have had insufficient rainfall. Spot stocks don’t 
amount to a great deal. There is a difference of opinion as 
to this, but the canners’ holdings aren’t anything like what 
they have been for the last several years at the commence- 
ment of the canning season. Spot Iowa packing is obtain- 
able at 60e, factory. Standard corn can also be had from 
Indiana and Ohio at that figure, while Illinois standard is 
held generally at 62%4e to 65¢ at the factory. Packing is 
getting started in the West. A number of factories have 
opened up and more will start this week. 

Michigan canners are practically cleaned up on raspberries, 
black and red; cherries, blackberries, gooseberries and straw- 
berries, 2s and 10s. There have been some sharp advances 
during the last week, principally on No. 10 pitted red cher- 
ries, which are now quoted at $8.50; and No. 2 pitted are 
very searce and 15 to 20 cents a dozen above opening prices. 
Michigan gallon gooseberries are quoted at $4.75, gallon 
black raspberries at $4.75. 

Apples—Apples are very firm. The market on spot No. 10 
standards is $2.60 here for New York State, and Michigans 
$2.50. Some packers in Michigan are unwilling to sell new 
pack at less than $2.50, Chicago. We hear $2.40, factory, 
quoted. Packers, as a rule, aren’t sellers now. For instance, 
one local house which sent out fifty inquiries for quotations 
on new pack got only one offer, and that was for a very lim- 
ited lot. Baltimore reports say that 10s standards are

Sauerkraut— The market is cleaned up very closely on old 
pack sauerkraut. ‘‘Cleaned up’’ is an overworked phrase, 
but not’ whenused to describe-the situation as regards stoeks 
of spot canned kraut, of which there is left as near nothing as 
a packer could wish. And-this shows, among other things, that 
good quality sauerkraut in cans has become popular with con- 
sumers. Old packing No. 3 is nominally 90¢ per dozen here; 
new No. 3 kraut is quoted from Ohio at 65e, f. o. b. factory. 
Baltimire is quoting kraut in No, 3 cans at 85e for spot. 


Beans—Are ‘irm, owing to the possibility of a shortage in 
the New York State pack, due to dty weather. The market is 
strong and interest among buyers has increased. » There was 
also a short summer pack at Baltimore, and drouth has done 
its work in that section of the country. Green beans and 
wax will be a short pack in Michigansand Wisconsin, as well 
as in New York. 


Sardines—Advices of new interest in regard to domestic 
sardines are lacking this week, market conditions remaining 
about as previously noted. Advices are that the French 
sardine pack continues disappointing, and, in addition, strikes 
have oceurred at French fishing stations, so that prospects 
for the French pack did not look very bright at the time of 
last advices. In this connection Messrs. Strohmeyer & Arpe, 
of New York, report that a small lot of high grade French 
sardines is now afloat and that prices are about 10 per cent 
higher than last year. Apparently there is no improvement 
in the eatch of Portuguese sardines. ‘‘In our estimation,’’ 
say Strohmeyer & Arpe, ‘‘and judging from all indications, 
the stocks of cheaper grades of Norwegian smoked sardines 
will be cleared within the next few weeks and none can be 
had for the next five or six months. Prices in Europe remain 
very firm with an upward tendency.’’ 


Salmon—Many believed the opening quotation on red 
Alaska and Puget sound sockeyes would be out ere now, 
but so far no announcement has come from the Coast, though 
word is expected to be received within a very short time; in 
fact, before the week’s end. Reports indicate that the sock- 
eye pack has fallen far short of the average for a big year, 
hence the prospect favors high prices. The spot market is 
firm, but there is very little spot salmon to sell. An active 
consuming demand for salmon is going on. A report received 
a few days ago from San Francisco stated that the indica- 
tions were that the pack of sockeye salmon on Puget sound 
would not exceed 600,000 to 650,000 cases, or a little more 
than half of the estimated output. Columbia river salmon 
pack will end on the 25th, and from present indications, ac- 
cording to reports, the output will be 40 per cent short of an 
average. There is said to be no run at present. In this con- 
nection the Griffith-Deviney Co., San Francisco, report: ‘‘The 
newspapers have been publishing many articles during the 
past week regarding the sockeye run. Most of these articles 
were more or less incorrect and some grossly exaggerated. 
We have been receiving daily advices by wire from Puget 
sound and British Columbia, and up to last Thursday the 
situation looked more or less gloomy, but last Thursday and 
Friday a heavy run commenced which has continued ever 
since, and our advices now are to the effect that there will 
be at least 750,000 cases of sockeyes packed this year. This 
is probably about 250,000 cases less than was prepared for.’’ 








m Dried Fruit Market | 


General conditions are about as last described. Spot 
evaporated apples are quoted: Prime grade, 7e per pound; 
choice, 744c; extra choice, 9c; fancy, 10c; extra fancy grade 
11%c. Apple waste is firm here at about 2%%e to 2%e per 
pound. 

Raisins— Market here slow, prices being about as follows; 
Choice seeded raisins, 64¢ per pound; fancy, 6%c¢; 3-crown 
loose raisins, 54c per pound; 4-crown, 5*\e. 

Peaches—Chicago prices on cured peaches are: Extra 
fancy, 8c to 8%e per pound; fancy, 7e to 74c; extra choice 
grade, 6c; choice, 5%e. 

Apricots—Prices quoted here on cured apricots remain ag 
follows: Standard grade, 8%4¢ per pound; choice, 9\4e to 
914¢; extra choice, 10c to 104e¢; fancy quality, lle to lle. 





Pickles and Kraut 











Pickles—A careful canvass through the cucumber growing 
sections shows the average acreage in cucumbers this year 
to be about 90 per cent, and in some sections dry weather 
has seriously injured the crop. The percentage of large 
pickles is smaller than usual. The principal reason is that 
growers have learned from experience that a larger number 
of bushels of pickles can be harvested from an acre by pick- 
ing the vines closer. 

The stock of large pickles carried over from last year is 
very small. It is now the middle of August and we have 
only three more weeks in which to take in cucumbers. All 
the pickles received after September 10 will not amount to 
much, It is believed by some of the best posted people in 
the trade that large pickles will bring a premium before 
the season is over. 

Trading in salt stock continues heavy and manufacturers 
report business above the average for this season of the year; 
stocks are very light. It is predicted that trading in pickles 
and condiments will be heavy this fall and that jobbers will 
experience a delay in securing supplies. The market on 
vinegar stock is on a basis of $4.75 for mediums. 

Sauerkraut—New 1909 spot sauerkraut, $7.00 to $7.50; 
September-October delivery, $4.50 to $5.00, f. 0. b. factory, 
45-gallon casks. d 

Vinegar—There will be a short crop of apples this fall 
and as the stocks in the hands of manufacturers of cider 
vinegar are light, higher prices may be looked for. White 
distilled vinegar stocks lighter than they have been for 
years and the demand increasing as the pickling season 
approaches. Some of the manufacturers have adopted a 
basis of 12 grains for 1 cent, f. o. b. factory, barrels extra.

Epiror CANNER: A fair degree of activity has been noted 
in the eanned goods market during the week just closed, and 
considerable sales of leading varieties of goods were made. 
The situation is not materially different from what it has been 
previously, however, and business is apparently limited to the 
actual requirements of purchasers. It might be that the pres- 
ent apparent indifference will shortly cease, and that sales 
will begin again in about their usual volume shortly, but the 
optimistic individuals who have heretofore predicted immediate 
changes and improvements are a bit undecided about the matter 
now, and are not attempting any further statements as to when 
movement will begin in this or that article or how prices will 
be within a short time in the future. 

Spot tomatoes are easier because of the increase in supplies, 
due to packing operations in the South. The accumulation of 
supplies in the hands of packers has a weakening influence 
upon the market, and this is increased to some extent by the 
fact, as usual with fresh packed goods, that the quality is not 
up to the standard. Free offerings of full standard 3s for 
prompt shipment are reported at 67%4¢ regular terms f. o. b. 
factory for either old or new stock. Some good stock of 1908 
packing is available at 65 regular terms f. o. b. factory. On 
the other hand, a good many sellers decline to receive any 
bids below 7Ve regular terms f. o. b. factory. No movement 
of either gallons or No. 2s was reported, and it was not stated 
that any fresh information has been received regarding the 
crop situation in the principal canning sections. 

Corn is strong, and the tendency of prices is upward, owing 
to the reported unfavorable outlook for the pack. Some busi- 
ness was done in New York state goods at 72%4e to 75¢ regular 
terms f. o. b. factory for standard, and 80c to 82\%4e for fancy, 
but later 75¢ seemed to be inside for the former and 82%4¢ 
to 85e was asked for the latter, with only sparing offers at 
these prices. Buyers seemed to be inclined to hold off after 
the advance in price, believing that more favorable crop condi- 
tions would weaken the views of holders. Southern Maine 
style is held at 67%4e¢ to 70c, and is not urged at these figures. 
Maine stock is firm. The prospect now is that packers will 
pro rate deliveries on orders already booked. If the dry 
weather continues in Maine the crop will fall much below the 
average and below expectations. 

Peas are firm, with a good deal of inquiry for cheap grades 
and an increasing demand for all fine kinds, but buyers and 
sellers are unable to agree on prices, hence no business of im- 
portance is done. Buyers are offering 65¢ for standard southern 
early Junes, but holders insist upon 6744c, and many are ask- 
ing full 70c. For best standards 75e¢ is asked. Southern pack 
of standards are held at 62%4c to 65c. Fancy No. 2 Alaska 
are reported scarce, but No. 3s are fairly plentiful at $1.00 to 
$1.10 delivered. Some telephones are offered at 75e New 
York factory. 

Beans are firm. Jobbers are carrying a good deal of last 
year’s stock, and are not anxious to place any considerable 
orders at present. 

The spot market for red Alaska salmon is easier as the time 
for deliveries out of the new pack approaches. The stock is 
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object to paying more than $1.35, and some sales haye been 
made during the week at $1.3214. No fresh advices have been 
received during the past few days regarding the progress of 
the Sockeye pack. The last received here stated that the mn 
was good, but that it was not believed with the most strenygy, 
efforts would it be possible for canners to bring the pack uw 
to normal.

Epiror CANNER: The drouth has broken at last, there being 
a steady rainfall yesterday all over this section generally, and 
the indieations are that we will have wet weather for one or 
two days more. It is a welcome change to the farmers and 
packers, particularly those who are interested in corn. The 
corn packers are now figuring where they are at, for some of 
them sold heavily of futures and are worried about being able 
to deliver. It seems to be generally conceded that the early 
crop has been entirely ruined, and packers will now have to 
depend entirely on the late patches. It must be remembered 
that the acreage of corn planted this season was small in the 
first place, and that the planting was delayed on account of 
unfavorable weather at that time, so that to get a crop from 
the late patches it is necessary to have good weather fron 
now on and a late fall. 

There was some very active trading in corn last week, much 
buying being done by jobbers, and also considerable by packers 
who had sold futures. These packers thought it wisest to 
secure some corn as an offset to their own sales, even though 
they paid as much (or more) for the goods as they had sold 
at themselves. The market continues very strong, and the 
tendency is upward. I do not see any chance of a setback in 
price, even though we should have the most favorable weather 
from now on and a good yield be obtained from the late 
patches. There is little or no spot corn left on hand, and it 
is generally believed that, although the timely rain has saved 
the crop in this section from utter failure, yet even under the 
best conditions during the balance of the season the pack can- 
not be more than 60 to 70 per cent of a normal yield. The 
market is as follows:

Bearing in mind that jobbers as yet have only bought 
qa very small portion of their usual requirements, the indica- 
tions are favorable for a very active demand during the season, 
and rather for a higher market than for a lower one. Raw 
tomatoes still continue high in Baltimore, the packers paying 
from 3714¢ to 45¢ per bushel. — The quality is improving, but at 
above figures for raw material packers ought to get 75¢ to 
Tbe per dozen to make even a small margin of profit.

Blackberries continue to advance, some holders being firm 
now at 75e. There is little more that can be added to what 
[ have already written about the position of this line of goods, 
and so I will simply pass them by with the remark that it 
would not surprise me to see an 85e to 90e market before the 
close of lake and rail navigation. Many buyers have still to 
come into this market for their requirements, and the goods 
are not here. 

Another line that will surprise a good many people before 
very long is string beans. The summer pack was very short, 
and the dry weather has been bad for the fall patches. If the 
fall pack is as small in proportion as was the summer pack, 
then we shall undoubtedly see a strong advance on this line. 
The market today is 47'%4¢ to 52%c for No. 2 Standards, but 
a short fall pack will result in an advance of 7%4e to 10¢ per 
dozen before the first of January. 

A few peaches continue to be packed here, but none of the 
houses can get enough to run more than from half to three- 
quarters of a day. This ought to be the height of the season, 
when packers should be working from early morning to late 
at night on this line of fruit, but the crop is so small and 
the demand for quick consumption so great that packers can 
only get a few hundred baskets each, and those at very high 
prices. The market on the canned article is firmer, but it must 
be admitted that this has not come about through any material 
increase in the demand. Buyers generally seem utterly indif- 
ferent about peaches, and it looks as though they meant to 
wait until the close of the season before they do much pur- 
chasing. The firmer feeling, therefore, that is in evidence at 
this time simply comes from the packing end, as packers realize 
that they are only going to be able to put up a very small 
quantity, and must get higher prices than today’s market to 
even get their money back. No. 3 second yellows at $1.05 to 
$1.10 are good purchases, and buyers are missing opportunities 
to own peaches at reasonable figures. I look for a strong ad- 
vance in this line a little later on. 

Oysters and peas are dull, but there is no change to report 
in the market. Apples were in fair demand last week at 70c 
for No. 3 and $2.00 to $2.10 for No. 10. Pears were also in 
good demand, with the market a little higher, as buyers begin 
to realize that there is a short crop this year, and the pack 
will be light. TARTAR. 
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New York Dried Fruit Market 











New York, Aug. 16, 1909. 

EpItoR CANNER: A firmer feeling has developed among 
sellers of dried peaches on the Coast because the output in 
some of the districts is falling below the original estimates, 
and the total crop promises to be smaller than has been ex- 
pected. Buyers are not taking hold, consequently this change 
has not led to any important advance in prices. Muirs can 
still be bought at 4%c for standard 5e for choice, 5%4e for 
extra choice, 6c for fancy and 6%e¢ for extra faney in 25- 
pound boxes, with Crawfords %4e less. Spot prices are: 
Standards, boxes, 4%4¢ to 5c; choice, 54%4¢ to 6c; extra choice, 
64c¢ to 6%; fancy, Te to Sie. 

Apricots are without much movement. Home buyers are not 
interested in offerings from the Coast, and export buyers have 
apparently withdrawn from the market for the present. There 
is no pressure to sell, and the market is firm. Spot prices are: 
Standard, boxes, 84¢ to 9e; choice, 10c to 101%4¢; extra choice, 
1014¢ to 10%c; fancy, 1le to 13¢. 

The market for evaporated apples has ruled rather quiet 
during the week, with offerings of prime for November delivery 
at 8e and little or no business reported. The spot market is 
steady as quoted. Some spot waste is offered at $2.1214, with 
demand principally from the west. Spot prices are: Apples, 
evaporated, cases, fancy, 8%4¢ to 9loc; choice, 8c to 8%4e; 
prime, jobbing lots, 744c¢; car lots, 74¢ to 744e; common to 
fair, 5¢ to 6%4¢; sun dried, sliced and quarters, 3144¢ to 6¢; 
chops, prime, per ewt., $2.12144 to $2.50; poor to fair, $1.40 to 
$2.00; cores and skins, $2.1214; cherries, southern fair to good, 
Ib., 13c; southern and Pennsylvania, prime, 15¢; raspberries, 
22e to 25c.

Epiror CANNER: The dry spell which has been chronic 
along the Atlantic coast for several months in Maine has 
become a drouth. Serious conditions exist today. If rain does 
not come within a week, I cannot see how the crop of corn 
can recover. It is ‘‘curling’’ all over the state, although con- 
ditions are worse in Cumberland county. Inevitably the pa¢k 
must be decreased from dwarf ears alone, even if rain should 
come now. This is not a pleasant view to take, but it is based 
on facts. A partner in one of the largest packing firms in 
Maine took his automobile, and, not only took his personal 
observations over this state, but New York and Vermont, 
finding much the same deplorable conditions. One, at least, 
of the Maine packers has withdrawn from the market, and not 
because of overselling, for he has not placed two thousand 
cases. 

And yet in a year when one would look for buyers to cover 
their wants, no sign is visible of the slightest anxiety. It is 
almost ludicrous. A mere fad not to buy futures this season— 
of all years—is bringing about the very thing the buyer was 
trying to avoid, higher prices. Readers of THE CANNER know 
by this time that I only try to hold up the mirror of facts, 
and must draw their own conclusions. The spot stock of corn 
is less than ten carloads, and that ordinary in quality. 

The outlook for the apple crop is bad—no doubt of it— 
but how bad no one knows as yet. Just a few cars of future

taken quick, so no one says a word yet. 

The sardine market is in a chaotic state still. Plenty of 
fish (please remember what I wrote) but no profitable prices. 
Let me say that $2.00 per case is the usual price for ordinary 
\% oils, but two packers are reported to have cut this losing 
figure, but they cut quality, too. Some ask and get freely 
$2.50 per case, and it is more and more manifest that a season 
of natural competition is with us, where quality will count. 
If buyers would insist upon buying from packers, and not 
commission house or a ‘‘holding’’

company, they would assist in breaking down monopoly. Buy 
as you buy your other canned goods—that is the solution. 

The blueberry is going to be light, but the demand is so 
small as to be phenomenal. Many grocers carry over two- 
thirds of last year’s pack. 

Vot a single factory is running on ‘‘herring-mackerel’’ or 
‘“blnuebacks.’’ The business seems to be of the past. A few 
clams are selling, but from hand to mouth. The general busi- 
ness is not bad, but canned goods seem to be ‘‘ out in the cold’’

Seattle, Wash., August 14, 1909. 

Epiror CANNER: Things have been moving along with a 
whoop in the salmon packing field recently, but as yet there 
have been no market developments on the new pack because 
of the fact that opening prices have not yet been announced. 
The pack of Alaska Reds promises to be a good one, and the 
big run of Sockeyes on Puget Sound and the Fraser river is 
on in earnest. The Columbia river pack is still behind last 
year, with little prospect of catehing up. With salmon so 
plentiful on Puget Sound and so searce on the Columbia river, 
the packers on the river are now buying Sockeyes on the 
Sound in carload lots, shipping them to their canneries, a 
distance of 200 miles or more, and putting them up in their 
own eans, something which has never been tried before, but 
which packers claim will be successful. The delay in opening 
prices is attributed to the lateness of the Sockeye run. The 
packers of the latter grade refuse to name a price until their 
pack is far enough along so that they will be able to size it 
up correctly, and the packers of Alaska Reds are probably 
holding back to size up the Sockeye situation before they 
name their own price. Following are spot quotations on all 
grades now in the market, f. 0. b. Pacific Coast terminals: 

Alaska Reds—1 Ib. talls, $1.25; 1 Ib. flats, $1.40; half- 
pounds, 90c. The returns on this grade from Bristol Bay, the 
largest district in Alaska, show a pack of 1,064,000 cases, or 
100,000 cases below last year, but a good average pack. Open- 
ing prices for the new pack are due at any moment. 

Sockeyes—1 lb. talls, $1.60; 1 Ib. flats, $1.75; half-pounds, 
$1.05. The big run of the ‘‘fourth year’’ is on in earnest, 
after a long wait. So far the packs are about half complete, 
and if the run lasts a week longer the canneries will have 
packs equal to preparations. The run so far has been the 
heaviest for many years, but nothing is certain about this run 
until the packers have filled their cans. If it should fall off 
tomorrow there would be a shortage. If it continues for a 
few more days longer at present proportions the pack will be 
satisfactory. The packers will know by this time next week, 
and opening prices should follow soon after. 

Columbia River Chinooks—(new price) 1 Ib. talls, $1.65; 1 Ib. 
flats, $1.75; half-pounds, $1.05. The run of Chinooks is very 
unsatisfactory. The pack is 25 per cent short, and unless an 
unexpected heavy run comes between now and August 25 the 
packers will not be able to fill the orders they have contracted 
for. 

Pinks—1 Ib. talls, 67%4c. Reports from Alaska show a 
falling off in the run of these fish, and a larger percentage 
of red salmon. This, combined with the curtailment in the 
pack of pinks made by many of the packers, and the fact 
that few pinks will be packed on Puget Sound, means that the 











pack this year will be a small one. Packers, therefore, qo not 
look upon the carry-over stocks as any menace to the market

Epitok CANNER: With the exception of a continued steady 
inquiry for 1909 peas and large quantities of this commodity 
having changed hands during the past week, there is little ney 
to say regarding the canned goods market. Most Indiana 
packers are nearly out of Junes and marrows, but a few fgip. 
sized lots of the higher goods are still for sale. Prices 9 
which sales were made ranged from 55c to 6Ve for marrows anq 
60c to 65e for Junes, the quality of the peas determining the 
price. 

Reports from numerous sections of the country hereabouts 
vary as to tomato crop conditions. In some localities the vines 
are almost young trees so far as foliage is concerned; byt 
close investigation discloses an absence of fruit to an alarming 
extent. In other parts the prospects are fairly good; however, 
if frost holds off until late there are good chances for a good 
yield in Indiana and Ohio from the later settings. Of course. 
the east has suffered by drouth, making the chances for a good 
crop there rather doubtful, which will affect the western mar. 
ket, even though we have a normal pack. The price and de. 
mand are unchanged. There is scarcely any buying, and the 
price at which packers are holding is 75c f. o. b. factory, 
although we hear that some offerings were made at 72%¢ 
without buyers. 

The fact that corn is, in most instances, looking very encour. 
aging in Ohio and Indiana would make it appear that the 
crop would be abundant. 3ut taking into consideration the 
reduced acreage and conditions in the east, it is difficult to 
comprehend how a large pack is possible. 

The demand for 1909 packing is good, and 5714e to 60¢ 
factory is the market. Spot corn is moving steadily and the 
stocks in packer hands are comparatively small.

EpItorR CANNER: While this particular time of the year 
is not as busy as other seasons with jobbers or brokers, it has, 
nevertheless, been very satisfactory, and it is our opinion that 
jobbers all over this territory will have a very good year. 
With the large crop which we will harvest in this state and 
other states, the prospects look very good for continued high 
prices. Since the tariff proposition has been decided upon, 
there will be considerably freer tone in regard to buying and 
a much firmer disposition in prices. 

As regards tomatoes, the spot market seems to be steady. 
Futures are selling. We understand the prospects in a good 
many districts in Missouri are very favorable to a large yield. 
Altogether, we believe prices will remain about stationary on 
future tomatoes. 

There are a great many sections where the growing crop 
of corn is in need of rain badly. The drouth is mainly in 
the state of Iowa. Prices on both spot and futures remain 
about the same. Most of the packers are asking from 60¢ to 
65e factory for spots, and from 60c to 62%c for futures. 
There should be a very good pack of corn this year.. 

Prices on new pack peas remain about the same. We under- 
stand the quality will be considerably better. 

The market on sweet potatoes, No. 3 cans, has stiffened up 
considerably, and jobbers who can buy spot stocks at reason- 
able figures should take advantage of it. 

There is undoubtedly going to be better buying for all 
sections after the goods have been packed this year. There 
seem to be some people who are not entirely in favor of buying 
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futures. This also applies to retailers. There are a great 
many retailers who are becoming disgusted with the habit of 
huving futures; a great many prefer to buy the goods when 
they need them. Spor.

CANNERS OF ILLINOIS MEET AND ORGANIZE A 
STATE ASSOCIATION. 

At a meeting of the Illinois packers at the Sherman 
House, Chicago, last Saturday afternoon the [Illinois 
Canners’ Association was formed. The following offi- 
cers were elected: 

J. W. McCall, president. 
E. F. Trego, vice president. 

Gene Dickinson, secretary-treasurer. 

Such an organization has been needed in Illinois for 
a number of years and the lack of one was undoubtedly 
the cause of packers having to work under the disad- 
vantage of the ten-hour law for women this season. 
There are plenty of canners in the state and with suf- 
ficient influence, if properly directed last spring, the 
exception of canning factories for summer months 
could easily have been made in the law, just as has 
been done in other states. To secure such amendment 
to the law was one of the prime objects of the early 
organization, though there are many other matters that 
a state association can take up to the advantage of all. 

Seven Illinois factories were represented at the meet- 
ing, and it is confidently hoped to increase this mem- 
bership to include practically the entire industry in this 
state. 

Following constitution and by-laws were adopted: 

Constitution. 
ARTICLE I. 

This association shall be ealled ‘‘The Illinois Canners’ 

Association.’’ 













































ARTICLE II. 
Object. 

The object of this association shall be to foster the inter 
ests of the canned goods packers of the State of Illinois; to 
protect them from unjust and unlawful exactions; to reform 
abuses in trade; to diffuse accurate and reliable information 
among the members concerning the standing of merchants 
and other matters; to produce uniformity and certainty in 
the customs and usages of trade; to promote a more friendly 
intercourse between packers; to encourage legislation look- 
ing to the protection and fostering of the packing interests 
of the State; and to consummate any other results which 
shall tend to guard, maintain and publish the high reputa- 
tion attained by the canning industry in this State in the 
packing of wholesome foods. 

ARTICLE III. 
Membership. 

Any person, firm or corporation engaged in the canning 
business in this State shall be eligible to membership in this 
association and may be represented in any meeting by one 
or more officers, managers or stdckholders—each concern, 
however, to have but one vote. 

ARTICLE IV. 
Officers. 

The officers of this association shall be a president, a vice- 
president and a secretary-treasurer, who shall be the same 
person. 

ARTICLE V. 

The above named officers shall form an executive commit- 
tee with full power to act. 

ARTICLE VI. 
Duties of Officers. 

The duties of the president, vice-president and secretary- 
treasurer shall be the same as those usually devolving upon 
such officers in like associations. 
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ARTICLE VII. 
Elections. 

All officers of the association shall be elected by ballot at 
the regular yearly meeting on the second Tuesday in Octobe, 
to serve for one year, or until their successors are elected, 

ARTICLE VIII. 
Amendments. 

The constitution may be altered, changed, amended or yp. 
pealed by a two-thirds vote of all members present at any 
regular meeting. ’ 


ARTICLE IX. 
Power of the President. 

The president shall have general supervision and direction 
of the affairs of the association, and shall have the power 
to call special meetings at any time by consent of the 
executive committee or of one-third of the members in gooq 
standing. 

ARTICLE X. 
Dues. 

The membership dues shall be $5 per year, payable yearly 
in advance; shall become due and payable at the yearly 
meeting. j 

The executive committee shall have power to levy a spe. 
cial assessment in proportion to. number of cases packed by 
each member when required for any extraordinary expenses, 
when authorized by the members of this association at any 
regular meeting or at any special meeting called for that 
purpose, 

By-Laws. 
ARTICLE I. 

There shall be one regular meeting of this association 
yearly, on the second Tuesday of October of each year. Spe- 
cial notice shall be mailed to the address of each member, 
signed by the secretary. 

ARTICLE II. 

A majority of the executive committee shall constitute a 

quorum and shall have power to transact business. 
ARTICLE III. 

All vacancies caused by resignation or otherwise among 
the officers or committees shall be filled by appointments of 
the president, or in case of his death by the vice-president. 

ARTICLE IV. 
Order of Business. 

Calling to order,

A Caution to Wisconsin and Michigan Pea Canners. 

I wish to call attention to the following important matter 
noted in a trip to pea-packing centers this season: 

There is a general tendency to harvest the peas when they 
are a little too old; many of the factories are getting less 
small sizes than they should, and too many large and mature 
peas on which it is almost impossible to get a clear liquor, 
owing to their starchy consistency. A continuation of this 
tendency will inevitably result in a general quality depreci- 
ation of the finished article of Wisconsin and Michigan peas. 
The starch in the peas of these packs is increasing, with the 
inevitable accompanying tendency to cloudy liquor. In a 
nut-shell, the conditions accompanying the packing of peas 
more mature than desirable is as follows: 

In the more mature stock the percentage of starch in- 
creases materially and the peas swell in the final process. 
The packer will notice this just as soon as he finds that he 
has to cut down the amount of peas in each can. After 
processing such peas they will size up as follows: No. 3 
size graded as such will approach the No. 4, in fact I have 
seen some swell up exactly to the same size as the graded 
No. 4s, and the No. 4s will increase in size so they will re- 
semble No. 5. In some cases the No. 3s increase in size, 
and when the starch predominates so that it will swell and 
increase the size of a pea the skin will crack and the starch 
will percolate through even an unbroken skin and cause 
cloudy liquor; in fact, the cloudy liquor proposition in nearly 
all cases can be attributed to too much starch in the peas. 
To be sure, proper chilling, thorough washing at the different 
stages, is helpful in securing a clear liquor, yet if the starch 
predominates nothing can be done to prevent its clouding to 
some extent. 

There is a tendency to contract more with the farmer, and 
allowing him to exercise his judgment as to when peas 
should be cut and delivered to the factory, and the packer 
is giving less attention to growing peas himself and to 
supervising the harvesting of the peas when they are just 
right to be delivered to the factory or to the viners. If the 
packer leaves the matter to Mr. Farmer it will never make 
any difference how much he tries to drum into his head 
that he should cut and deliver his peas when they are young 
and tender—he never loses sight of the net weight. It’s the 
weight that counts with him. He knows the bigger the 
peas, the older they are the more they will weigh. The 
farmer will never coéperate with the packer for securing 
quality. In other lines I have seen premiums offered for 
specially attractive stock, but Mr. Farmer is satisfied with 
the price on the weight. He will make all kinds of excuses 
for not cutting and bringing in his crop at the proper time; 
he will say that he is short of help—that he has no machine 
and has to cut them with a scythe. The packer will have to 
do the thinking for himself, and he must surround himself 
during the pea-packing season with men who will see to it 
that the peas are delivered to the viners when they are just 
right. It is claimed that it is too expensive to cut peas 
when they are only partially matured; under present condi- 
tions that may be true, but I believe that there is a way to 
make up for the difference. If you can get a stronger, more 
hardy vine, with double the amount of pods, then it will pay 
to cut them much younger, and the net weight will be fully 
up to what it now is with mature peas. 

Nitrogen-Fixing Bacteria for Peas. 

Some of the Michigan and Wisconsin packers have been 
getting most excellent results from the nitrogen-fixing bac- 
teria obtained from this laboratory during the pea-planting 
season, for the reason that these cultures are never sent on a 
dried piece of cotton, but are good, live cultures put up in 
test tubes, with full directions for inoculating the seed in 
such a manner that the yield will be as I have stated, vines 
which will be almost one-half inch in diameter, carrying 
double the number of pods. We have had under observation 


patches of peas which have been treated and right alongside 
of them in the same soil untreated with bacteria, and the 
results are just as we have described them. This laboratory 
furnishes to all subscribers these good, live cultures with 
no expense excepting the cost of material involving not more 
than 1 cent per acre. 





Mixture of Seed. 


One of the most deplorable conditions existing in the pea. 
packing district is the mixture in the seed, principally in 
the Alaskas, which is a hybrid from Cleveland’s First ang 
Best, and the Kentish Invicta, and is evidently going back 
being crossed with foreign peas called ‘‘Rogues.’’ Eyery 
packer should take a lively interest in securing on his own 
land if necessary pure varieties of peas which he desires to 
pack. These mixtures now so much in evidence always fol. 
low the seasons when seed peas are extremely high in price 
and difficult to obtain. The seed men take contracts for 
more than they can possibly deliver, then when the time 
comes, they make short deliveries and the packer has to scour 
around the country, purchase from farmers and unreliable 
seed-growers any varieties of seed which they can pass off, 
and when these are all mixed in the same field the whole 
crop becomes mixed, and this is just the condition that the 
Alaska seed is in at the present time. 

There is a short crop of peas this year—no one can say 
whether this is a blessing or not. Quality is not always 
good; there is some unsold stock on the market from last 
year; perhaps it will be a good thing to get the whole pack 
cleaned up and consumed before next year; then let us all 
strive for a better quality, for by quality alone will the 
consumption of canned peas be increased. 

Detection of Small Percentages of Commercial Glucose in 
Syrups and Honey. 

Under the above heading an interesting article is published 
in the proceedings of the last anntial convention of the Asso- 
ciation of Official Agricultural Chemists by A. H. Bryan, ref- 
eree, as follows: 

‘*The provisional methods of this association call for a 
polarization of the inverted solution at 87° Centigrade. A 
dextro-rotary reading at this temperature is said to be due to 
commercial glucose. And to obtain the percentage of glucose, 
the method divides this reading by the factor 163 and multi- 
plies by 100. C. A. Browne shows that normal honey naturally 
has a dextrorotation at 87° C., and hence the results of a 
determination by this method would not express the truth. The 
dextrorotation of a honey is due to honey dextrine. These are 
of a different character from those obtained by acid hydrolysis 
of starch, or such as occur in commercial glucose. One point 
of difference is the fact that honey dextrine is not colored by 
iodin solution, while the dextins of glucose, except in cases of 
a high conversion product, are colored by iodin. By means of 
this test, Beckman’s test, as it is called, one can distinguish 
between these dextrins, and hence can say whether commercial 
glucose has been added. Browne called attention to the impor- 
tance of this test. He also gave methods for the determination 
of the percentage of glucose present in mixtures. Analyses 
of mixtures of different amounts of glucose and honey show the 
following characteristics: 

In the direct and invert polarizations there is a gradual 
change from a ‘‘plus’’ polarization to a ‘‘minvs’’ polariza- 
tion, due to the increase of the glucose percentages. With 
reducing sugars before and after inversion there is again a 
large increase with the decrease of glucose. The difference in 
polarization of the inverted solution at 20° and 87° increases 
from 8.14 to 28.05, the difference for a 10 per cent addition of 
glucose to honey being 23.43. C. A. Browne found that nearly 
95 per cent of his samples of pure honey showed a difference 
ranging from 23 to 30 and the lowest was about 20. Taking 
23 as a low figure, a mixture of 10 per cent of glucose with 
honey would not be considered adulterated. If, however, the 
natural honey had not shown such a high difference, viz.: 
28.05, then 10 per cent would be easily detected by this figure; 
but by adding up to 5 per cent this difference is not noticeable, 
and also the other analytical figures would not indicate the 
presence of glucose. It is, however, easily distinguishable when 
Beckman’s test is applied to the honey. In fact, with the addi- 
tion of as low as 1 per cent of glucose, its presence can be 
recognized by this test, especially if the detrins are precipi- 
tated by alcohol and then dissolved in water, thereby concen- 
trating them. 

Obviously in honey work Beckman’s test should be employed 
in all cases, and in the hands of ordinary chemists after a few 
trials will give good results. As to the need for such a test, it 
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well-known fact that where commercial invert sugar is 
used in a mixture of honey, also where honeys that crystallize 
are used, a small percentage of glucose is quite often added to 
prevent this crystallization. Cases are on record of such mix 
tures where less than 1 per cent of glucose was added. The 
test will indicate the presence of glucose down to that

Along this line the same question comes up m the examina 
tion of syrup and molasses. As is well known, glucose is added 
to these products in large quantities, and again in other cases 
it is added in smaller quantities for the same purpose as m 
the case of honey. To be able to determine the small quantity 
is the problem. In the first place, molasses or syrup from cane 
may show some polarization at 87° C. on the inverted solution. 
This polarization is generally to the right, though there are 
eases where it was to the left. This dextrorotation may be due 
to a preponderance of dextrose in the reducing sugars of the 
sample, due to the easy decomposition of the levulose, or may 
be due to the decomposition products formed when the raw 
juice is being defecated with lime, or by chance it might come 
from a special fermentation of the sample forming clextran. 
However, it can be said not to be due to dextrins. The normal 
polarization of syrups and molasses at 87° ©. has been studied 
in samples of known purity from Louisiana and shows an 
average dextrorotation of +2.65 with variations from 0.00 to 
+6.16. 

It is noted that the average is +2.65, the minimum 0.00, 
and maximum +6.16. The sample giving +6.16 was badly 
fermented, hence its high figure. As far as the work has pro 
gressed, about +5.5 is the maximum for the invert reading at 
87° C. The iodin method spoken of in the honey work can be 
used here, but the sample must receive some previous treatment 
before applying the test. Ten grams of the sample can be 
diluted with a little water (if the sample be a molasses), and 
shaken with 95 per cent alcohol, adding a little at a time with 
shaking. The precipitate settles on standing. When settled, 
pour off the alcohol, add a little water to dissolve the precipi- 
tate, heating if necessary, and then precipitate with 95 per cent 
aleohol. Repeat a number of times. If the solution of this 
material in water is still dark in color, filter through charcoal, 
or, better, add a drop of hydrochloric acid and precipitate the 
dextrins with alcohol. Wash the precipitate with 95 per cent 
alcohol, finally dissolve in water, and then test with iodin. A 
blank of pure water should also be treated with the same quan 
tity of iodin solution and run with the test. A positive test 
of erythro-dextrin or amylo-dextrin is sufficient proof of the 
presence of commercial glucose. 

Muscovado Sugar as an Adulterant for Maple Products. 

It is stated by Messrs. R. E. Doolittle and A. F. Seeker that 
occasionally there have been presented for entry at the port oft 
New York shipments of brown-colored sugar from Venezuela 
designated as ‘‘ Melada’’ or ‘‘ Melado.’’ The product is gen- 
erally in the form of rectangular cakes about 1 inch thick by 
5 inches long by 4 inches wide. The cakes vary somewhat in 
color, but in general closely resemble maple sugar in appear 
ance. Their use as an adulterant or substitute for the maple 
product seemed quite probable, and the finding of a large 
quantity of this grade of sugar in the factory of a dealer in 
maple products by one of the inspectors showed the necessity 
of making a careful examination of the product. We were sur 
prised to find on employing the usual methods for determin- 
ing the purity of maple sugar that the brown sugar gave 
practically the same results as does pure maple sugar, except 
as regards the character of the ash. 

The ash of the brown sugar consists mostly of potassium 
sulphate, while over 80 per cent of that of maple sugar is 
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composed of carbonate of potassium and calcium, these two 
bases existing in approximately equal parts. From these faets 
one is led to believe that a determination of water soluble 
and water insoluble ash, their ratio, and their alkalinity 
would furnish the necessary evidence as to whether the 
product under examination was composed of maple sugar or 
muscovado sugar. As a matter of fact, these determinations 
when carried out on one of the samples gave the results 
shown in the following table, all results being reduced to 
moisture-free basis: 
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Unfortunately a syrup prepared from the muscovado sugar 
fermented before time could be found to make the usual 
determinations, and no more of the sample remained for fur- 
ther work. However, it seems reasonable to assume that the 
syrup as well as the sugar could be deteeted by the high 
ratio of insoluble ash to soluble ash, and the low alkalinity 
of both. As confirmatory evidence an ash analysis should 
be made wherein a high percentage of potassium oxid and 
sulphur trioxid, together with a small amount of calcium 
oxid, would indicate the adulteration. It would appear also 
as if the phosphorie acid content gave useful information, 
both of the muscovado sugars possessing notable amounts 
and the maple sugar little. As there is good reason to sus 
pect that the brown sugar under discussion is being used by 
manufacturers of maple products, it seems highly important 
that an examination of the ash should be ineluded in all 
routine analyses of these goods. 

The Possibilities of Muscovado Sugar As An Adulterant for 
Maple Products. 


Among a number of samples of cane and maple syrup mix- 
tures examined during the past year were a few which had 
heen mixed in the presence of officials and were known to 
contain 1) per cent of maple sugar. Upon analysis it was 
found that these syrups gave no precipitate whatever with 
basic lead acetate when making the lead number determina- 
tions according to Winton’s method. A sample of the same 
maple sugar from which the syrups had been prepared was 
examined at the same time and gave a lead number of 2.31, 
other results which indicated the purity of the 
product, and therefore the negative results obtained with the 
10 per cent mixtures caused some surprise. 

Upon carefully repeating the determination it was ob- 
served that a precipitate was formed when the lead subace- 
tate solution ffrst came in contact with the syrup, but this 
was later re-dissolved when the whole of the reagent had 
been added. It was judged, therefore, that so great an 
excess of basic acetate prevented the usual precipitation 
with mixtures of this strength. i 
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A number of portions of 5 grams each were accordingly 


taken, diluted to 15 ec. e. with water, and placed in test 
tubes. To each of these were added different amounts of 
the standard basic acetate solution, varying from 0.1 to 5 
ec. ¢., and after thorough shaking the turbidity noted. The 
tubes to which the smaller amounts of reagent had been 
added were perfectly clear, but the turbidity appeared as the 
quantity approached 0.5 ¢. ¢., then came a slight precipitate 
which reached its maximum at 1 ec. c. and gradually decreased 
again to only’a slight opalescence with 5 ce. ec. Winton’s 
method calls for 25 e. ¢. of reagent for 25 grams of sugar 
or syrup, a proportion of 1 ¢. c. per gram of substance. The 
maximum precipitate was in this case produced by 1 ¢. «. to 
5 grams of substance. A lead number determination was ac- 
cordingly made on the 10 per cent maple syrup in question 
with a lead subacetate solution five times weaker than that 
prescribed by Winton, and the figure 0.137 obtained. This 
solution is much too weak to be used with pure maple syrups, 
as it contains only about 0.8 gram of lead (figured as metal) 
per 100 ¢. e., whereas 100 grams of an average maple sugar 
will precipitate in Winton’s method over 2 grams of lead. 
To show that a large excess of lead reagent is necessary to 
produce a normal precipitate, a syrup containing 30 per cent 
of cane sugar and 30 per cent of maple sugar was prepared 
and the lead number determined, using both the Winton 
solution and the one diluted five times. With the weak sub- 
acetate a lead number of 0.29 was obtained, with the strong 
0.72. In the former case there was just enough basic sub- 
acetate in the 25 ¢. ec. of solution added to have precipitated 
all of the lead if a normal precipitation had occurred, and no 
lead would have appeared in the filtrate. Actually the amount 
of lead was insufficient for maximum precipitation and the 
lead number was accordingly too low. On comparing the 
amount of lead remaining in solution with that added it was 
seen that the former was 62 per cent of the latter. By the 
regular method the excess of lead producing a normal lead 
number was found to be 81.7 per cent. In the case of the 
10 per cent maple syrup in which no precipitation was pro- 
duced by the regular solution and in which a.lead number 
of 0.137 was obtained with the 1 in 5 dilution, it was found 
that the excess of lead was 81.2 per cent. As a conclusion 
it would appear that at least 82 per cent excess of lead is 
necessary for a complete precipitation, an excess of lead 
much greater than 80 per cent tends to prevent precipitation, 
and that a zero lead number obtained by the regular method 
does not indicate that so-called cane and maple syrups con- 
tain no maple sugar. 

It has been suggested that the lead number of the mixture 
containing 10 per cent of maple sugar might give normai 
results if te solution after addition of the lead reagent were 
allowed to stand longer than two hours, as was done in the 
previous determinations. On standing for twenty-four hours 
the opalescence which formed on adding the lead subacetate 
had collected into a very slight precipitate, which was 
matched in the blank by one of similar proportions, though 
boiled distilled water had been used in all @ases. After 
filtering in the usual way and determining the lead number 
zero values were obtained as before.

THe CANNER has received from the Central Cali- 
fornia Canneries whose office is at San Francisco and 
plants at Sacramento, Sebastopol, Lorenzo and Visalia, 
samples of the labels used on their lines of canned 
fruits and vegetables. The labels are attractively ar- 
ranged in form of loosely bound leaves between covers 
of very heavy board of pale blue tint. The front cover 
is embossed with the company’s seal and impression, 
and altogether the bound labels present a very fine ap-

TRI-STATE ASSOCIATION MEETING—CONDITION oF 
TOMATO CROP—CANNED GOODS RATE SOUTH, 

Secretary C. M. Dashiell of the Tri-States Canners’ 
Association, sends out the following report on last 
week’s meeting at Wilmington: 

Princess Anne, Md., August 13th, 1909. 
DEAR SIR:— 

Our meeting yesterday at Wilmington was poorly 
attended, owing possibly to the fact that many of our 
members are busy preparing for the canning tomato 
season. 

[ regret also to report that out of about two hundred 
return postal cards sent out asking for replies giving 
the condition of the tomato crop, 100 being considered 
a full crop, only seventy were received, so that we 
could hardly get an accurate idea of the crop condition 
by percentage or otherwise. We, however, learned 
that the crop condition was better in the Northern por- 
tion of our territory, except in the vicinity of Balti- 
more, than in the Southern, the percentages ranging 
from 100, in some instances, in the former to 20 and 
25 in the latter. Be 

It was the universal opinion ef those present that it 
would be impossible to forecast the crop and resulting 
pack at present, asthe crop is now entering upon its 
most critical stage and all depends upon the weather 
during the next three weeks. 

The Secretary is happy in stating that at last Balti- 
more Freight Rates on Canned Goods to Southern 
points have been issued to take effect September Ist, 
(a matter over which he has been working for some 
time past), as will appear by the following letter: 

Wilmington, Del., August 5, 1909. 
Mr. C. M. DASHIELL, Secretary, Princess Anne, Md. 

Dear Sir: Referring to your letter of March 4, relative to 
rates on canned goods from points on the Maryland and Dela- 
ware Peninsula to scuthern points, I beg to advise you that 
tariff has been issued, effective September 1, covering the 
application of the same rates on canned goods, in carloads and 
less than carloads, from points on our Delaware division to 
points in Carolina territory as are in effect from Baltimore, 
Md., which I trust will enable our packers to increase their 
business in that territory.

TELEGRAPH COMPANIES CUT LENGTH OF CODE 
WORDS—PATRONS MAY PROTEST. 


Much interest has been aroused among Chicago 
canned goods and dried fruit brokers, as well as 
among packers and others interested, in the announce- 
ment by the Western Union and Postal Telegraph 
companies that on and after the first of next month no 
code words exceeding five letters in length will be ac- 
cepted on land lines except dictionary words. An- 
nouncement to this effect was made simultaneously by 
the two companies on Monday. 

The announcements read as follows: 


The Western Union Telegraph Company. 
Chicago, Ill, August 16, 1909. 

Please note that, commencing September 1, 1909, all groups 
of letters, whether pronounceable or not, when such groups 
are not dictionary words and are not combinations of dic- 
tionary words, will in domestic messages be counted at the 
rate of five letters or fraction of five letters to the word, 
instead of ten letters, as at present. Figures, decimal points 
and bars of division will be counted, each separately, as one 
word. 

This change is necessitated by the growing use of artificial 
words in code messages and the abnormally heavy cost of 
handling such words. Adopted originally to cover occasional 
artificial words which had inadvertently been incorporated in 
commercial or private codes, advantage has been taken of the 
‘*pronounceable’’ rule by code-makers to construct codes based 
wholly upon purely arbitrary groups of letters, two or more 
of which groups are themselves combined in one ten-letter 
word. These combinations are extremely difficult of correct 
telegraphic transmission, and at the present count and rates 
are handled at a loss. 

The change affects only words of this class, and dictionary 
words employed in code messages will continue to be counted 
each as one word. 

Incidentally, the rule for counting each letter a word in 
arbitrary unpronounceable combinations is abolished. 

The rules for the counting of cable messages are governed 
by international agreement, and are unchanged. 





Postal Telegraph-Cable Company. 
New York, August 16, 1909 

On and after September 1, 1909, all groups of letters, when 
such groups do not form dictionary words and are not com- 
binations of dictionary words, will be counted in land-ling 
telegrams, at the rate of five letters, or fraction of five letters 
to a word; and figures, decimal points and bars of division 
will be counted, each separately, as one word. 

(Note:—the rules relative to the count of cablegrams aye 
not changed, these rules being governed by international agree. 
ments, ) 

The above mentioned changes do away with the rule that 
each letter, in an arbitrary, unpronounceable combination, 
must be counted as one word; but do not affect words taken 
from the dictionaries of the various languages and used as 
Such dietionary words will continue to be counted 
as one word each. 

The rule as amended applies to groups of letters forming 
artificial words; and also applies to groups of letters made up 
of combinations of misspelled or abbreviated dictionary words, 
In short, all combinations of letters contrary to the usages of 
the various languages are made subject to the five-letter count. 
When such groups are made up by combining dictionary 
words, each dictionary word so used will be counted. : 

These amendments of the rules in regard to count have been 
made necessary because, under the rules heretofore in foree, 
four or five artificial words have been arbitrarily combined 
to make one ten-letter group, the result being that the tele- 
graph company has been called upon to transmit, at the price 
of one word, such combinations as:

It must be obvious, even to laymen, that the correct trans 
mission of such combinations of letters is extremely difficult 
and expensive, because it necessitates very slow sending on the 
part of the operator, notwithstanding which, the liability of 
error (due to imperfect signals resulting from weather condi- 
tions, ete.) remains great, the text being absolutely unintel- 
ligible to the operators. 

Therefore, the delay to other telegrams and the cost to the 
company of handling such combinations at the present rates 
and existing count is very heavy, and telegrams containing 
such combinations are unprofitable, when handled at the present 
count. 

Inquiry Regarding Expense. 

\ circular letter has been sent to all members of 
the Illinois Manufacturers’ Association by John M. 
Glenn, secretary, asking each to report the additional 
expense the proposed regulation will make his house. 

“The new rule puts many private codes out of com- 
mission,” says the letter, “and’ does not give time for 
new codes to be prepared and generally increases the 
expense of communication. Many members of the 
association feel that telegraph rates should be reduced 
instead of increased.”

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PERHAPS THERE WILL BE LIVELY TIMES AT THE 
DENVER CONVENTION. 

A lengthy programme has been prepared for the 
13th annual convention of the Association of State and 
National Food and Dairy Departments which will be 
held in Denver, August 24 to 27, inclusive. The pro- 
gramme is such that the prospect is for a large attend- 
ance. In addition to the representatives of the vari- 
ous national and State food departments, many promi- 
nent in both the manufacturing and jobbing grocery 
and drug trade will be there to look after their} in- 
terests. 

One of the topics on the programme is the discus- 
sien of benzoate, which was condemned by Dr. Wiley 
and permitted by the “Remsen Board.” This prom- 
ises to be one of the most interesting topics on the pro- 
gramme. 

The discussion of the uniform State pure food law 
promises to be lively and far from harmonious. The 
proposed uniform law does not meet the ideas of all 
the commissioners and is far from being ideal from 
the standpoint of both manufacturer and wholesaler. 
Endeavors are being made to bring about a conference 
of the different interests on the day preceding the 
regular programme. 

The programme of the first day calls for the usual 
addresses of welcome, responses, address of the presi- 
dent, reports and appointment of committees. The 
afternoon is to be given up to five-minute addresses on 
the salient points of the food laws of forty-four States, 
which will cause some lively talking in order to leave 
time for the food chemists’ conference, which is to 
listen to papers from seven chemists on various topics. 

The most important topic at the Wednesday morn- 
ing session is the reading of a paper on “A Model 
State Food Law,” by Commissioner E. IF. Ladd, of 
North Dakota, who has been largely instrumental in 
framing a law, which he wants all the States to adopt, 
but which does not suit many interests. The after- 
noon will be devoted to an executive session, at which 
it is probable’ that the differences of opinion will be 
discussed behind closely guarded doors. 

Sodium benzoate will be the piece de resistance of 
the morning session, with a discussion on the report 
of the Referee Board, in which most of the speakers 
scheduled for set remarks are said to be those who are 
decidedly opposed to the use of that chemical as a food 
preservative. 

Dr. Harvey W. Wiley heads the programme for the 
Thursday morning session, his paper being on “The 
Chemistry of Bleached Flour,” concerning which his 
ruling has caused considerable trouble to the milling 
industries, which do not agree with the doctor in his 
contentions. Other papers on general pure food topics 
fill in the balance of the afternoon. 

The morning of the closing day, Friday, will show 
two important matters presented, those of the prepara- 
tion of foodstuffs without preservatives, those making 
the addresses being manufacturers, and “The Relation 
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to the Administration of Food Laws, State and Na- 
tional, of the Principles Involved in the Controversy 
as to the Meaning of the Term ‘Whiskey.’ ” : 


SALMON PACKS THIS YEAR AND LAST. 

In a discussion on the salmon canning season the 
San Francisco “Trade Journal” publishes the follow- 
ing, which contains interesting comparative figures 
relative to the packs of 1909 and 1908: 

“The pack of Fraser river canners is also disap- 
pointing, but they look for a big run of fish yet. The 
canners in the upper waters of British Columbia have 
not packed up to last year’s pack. The pack of Bristol] 
Bay, Alaska, canners does not aggregate as much as 
last year’s. A comparison of the pack by canners this 
year with the 1908 pack is as follows, in cases of 48 
pounds each:

There were packed in 1908 1,086,989 cases of 


\laska reds. Of the remainder, there were 53,970 
cases Of pinks and chums. The number of cases of 
each variety packed this vear is not known, and proba- 
bly will not be fully known until all the vessels arrive 
with the counts, but it seems safe to say that pinks 
and chums will be less and red will fall short by 1o0,- 
000 cases. Last vear the Lucile, with a full cargo, was 
wrecked and she and the cargo proved to be a total 
The Lucile’s cargo, which is included in the 
1908 pack, totaled 34,029 cases, of which 32,814 cases 
were reds. This year the Alaska Salmon Co. lost 
their vessel en route to their cannery at Wood river, 
Bristol Bay, so that company, which packed 41,166 
cases in 1908, including 33,930 cases of reds, did not 
pack any this year. The total pack of Alaska reds, 
which includes southeastern, central and western, or 
all the salmon canning section of Alaska.

Advices say that most fruit will be light around Moreland, 
Schuyler county, N. Y., this season. 

Apples will be a small crop around Geneva, Ontario county,

A light yield of poor quality apples is expected this season 
in the orchards around Medway, Greene county, N. Y., where 
pears are reported scarce. 

A report from Laurens, Otsego county, N, Y., states that 
pears are a light crop and that apples are still small and 
inferior looking. 

Fruit has been dropping badly in the orchards in 
vicinity of Nassau, Renssalaer county, N. Y., 
drouth.

It is estimated by some authorities that the pack of New 
York State Bartlett pears will not be over 40 per cent of a 
normal output this year. 

Santa Clara Valley prunes, according to advices from San 
Jose, are held with confidence by the packers, who seem to 
feel that the market has reached bottom. August sales being 
mueh at the present time on less than a 2% cent basis, the 
writer says, are speculative, as the sellers cannot cover now 
and are taking chances on the growers’ market growing 
lower. 

Drouthy conditions in New York and eastward, and to 
some extent in Ohio, were not favorable to apples during 
much of July, and the drop continues somewhat heavy. In 
the west our reports point to very uneven conditions, rela- 
tively less satisfactory in Kansas, Missouri and the south- 
west than in more northerly states, such as lowa, Nebraska 
and Michigan. On the Pacific Coast such reports as are at 
hand point to encouraging conditions. Illinois apples are 
not brilliant, with many reports from local observers of low 
promise, 

It is reported from Sebastopol, Cal., that a considerable 
portion of the blackberry output of Analy township will be 
dried this season. The canneries have quite an extensive 
carry-over stock of berries on hand, which makes the demand 
for canning berries this year somewhat lighter than usual. 
There is a good market, the report says, for dry blackberries 
at 8% cents per pound and it is conservatively estimated 
that this figure is equal to $35 per ton for the berries as 
picked. ‘The canneries are paying the latter price, but it is 
understod that they will not handle many tons in addition 

to the quantities which they purchased last year on term 
contracts. 

The estimate of the apple crop of the United States for

Referring to California dried fruits a prominent Coast 
packer writes. ‘*Our largest buyers do not seem to have 
confidence in the market, and up to the present time have 
bought practically nothing. We believe they would be 
willing to buy even at a higher price than today’s offerings 
if they were assured that prices have reached bottom. A 
little brisk buying on the part of jobbers would put the 
packers on the Coast in the market for prunes. Growers 
would hold more firmly, and when packers were unable to 
buy from growers they would hesitate to take orders at low 
prices, without being able to cover. You will agree with us 
that the moment the packer is bound to raise his prices on 
a low market all the jobbers will be very anxious to buy at 
even a slight advance. We must not overlook the fact that 
there is no carry-over this season.’’ 

A battle royal is possibly looming up between commercial 
orchardists on one side and buyers and speculators on the 
other. Every summer as the month of September approaches 
the dealers make the most of orchard prospects, in their 
determination to start the market right, from their stand- 
point. A few years ago this meant something like a dollar 
a barrel to the grower, but latterly not so much has been 
heard of that low base line. Just now, however, there is 
apparent in trade circles a determined effort to hold down 
the price paid growers to such level as will permit the 
speculators to put No. 1 stock into cold storage warehouses 
at figures substantially lower than prevailed two years ago. 
It is human nature for them to make the best possible show- 
ing for their side of the proposition. While recognizing the 
legitimate situation, which ineludes the fact that middlemen 


must have as reasonable profits, it is a fair question whether , 


or not they are in this instance perhaps unconsciously exag- 
gerating harvest prospects.—American Agriculturist. 

Consul David F. Wilber, of Halifax, reports as 
follows concerning the best manner of purchasing Nova 
Scotia apples for the American market: ‘‘The majority of 
the growers do not ship direct to London. The apples are 
bought early in the season by the large growers and Eng- 
lish commission merchants, who store them in warehouses 
situated along the Annapolis Valley. In case American deal 
ers desire to buy direct from the growers it would be highly 
desirable to send a representative here to supervise the selee- 
tion, packing and shipping of the apples. The average whole 
sale price of fancy grade Gravenstine apples runs from $2 
to $2.75 per barrel. These apples sell in London at $3 to

$3.50 per barrel. The cost price is fluctuating to a great 
degree, due to several causes. The grower usually demands 
cash when apples are to be shipped immediately. In case

are shipped. The large growers would probably accept dif. 
ferent terms if the financial standing of the buyer were 
satisfactory. Last year 675,000 barrels were shipped from 
this province, and it is expected that the exports will reach 
1,000,000 barrels in the near future.’’ 

At the meeting of the International Apple Shippers at 
Buffalo the other day no open avowals were made of uni. 
form action on the part of members of the association jn 
withholding bids or in starting the season at a low level of 
prices. Yet in public utterance it was urged time and again 
that the only safe thing for those planning to invest heavily 
in apples is to avoid paying too much for the fruit. It was 
quite generally agreed that the crop now on the trees is not 
of the best in quality in such great states as New York, 
Michigan, Pennsylvania, etc., and that in portions of the 
southwest, for example, the Ozark region, the quantity in 
sight is far below normal. Some.comment was made upon 
the appearance of aphis in orchards in western New York, 
this interfering with the best development of fruit. Expres. 
sion was made that Baldwins are more liable to prove a short 
crop than such standards as Greenings, Russet and Spy. 
‘<Tf we could have a smart wind to blow off some of the small 
apples,’’ said one man, ‘‘that to be followed by rains and 
good growing weather, many orchards in western New York 
ought to come out finely later in the season.’’ In the elee- 
tion of officers there are few changes for the coming year, 
W. L. Wagner, of Chicago, is continued as president; C. P, 
Rothwell, of Marlinsburg, W. Va., secretary, and W. M. 
French, of New York city, treasurer. For vice president

Maine is the first New England state to adopt a law gov- 
erning the grading, packing and branding of apples. The 
reputation of Maine fruit has suffered somewhat in recent 
years by reason of unsatisfactory apples going into the 
middle of the barrel. The new regulation which became a 
law last week calls for four grades to be known as Faney, 
No, 1, No. 2, and an ‘‘unelassified’’ division. Fancy apples 
must be ahove the average size and color for variety, sound 
and free from worm holes, bruises, scab or any other defeet 
that materially injures the appearance or useful quality of 
the apples. At least 90 per cent of the package must reach 
this standard. No. 1 apples consist of well matured speci- 
mens of normal shape and color for the variety, and not 
less than 21% inches in diameter, also free from defects such 
as worm holes, bruises, scab, ete. At least 90 per cent of 
the package must reach this standard. No. 2 fruit consists 
of well matured apples of one variety, not less than 2 inches 
in diameter, of medium color- and normal shape. In this 
class apples that are 24%, inches in diameter may have one 


defect, such as a worm hole. At least 90 per cent of the 
package must reach this standard. The fourth and last 


class provides for the sale of any fruit of whatsoever color, 
size or grade. However, the package must be plainly marked 
with the word ‘‘unclassified,’’ instead of any of the fore. 
going classes. The standard box adopted must hold 2,250 
inches and the barrel shall be of no less dimensions than 
17% inches for head diameter, 2814 inches for length of 
stave and a cireumference of not less than 64 inches outside 
measurement,

Brokers’ Market Opinions 


Selections from the Weekly Canned Goods Circulars Issued 
by Prominent Commission Firms

Early and Late Packed Tomatoes—The general run 
of business for the past week has not been voluminous, 
only the ordinarily daily orders for carload lots which 
strongly indicate.light stocks among the jobbers. ;Ow- 
ing to adverse crop conditions in the majority of sec- 
tions, superinduced by the continued dry spell, the 
seller has been occupying an indifferent attitude. Dur- 
ing the buver’s vacation period, however, it is remark- 
able to note the sum total of business which is re- 
corded at the end of each week, which is the indica- 
tion of a healthier atmosphere surrounding the entire 
canned goods list than has been apparent for almost 
two With light stocks in distributers’ hands, 
almost odd and end lots in the majority of packers’ 
hands and a possibility of a shortage ahead on account 
of weather conditions, there is little cause for fear of 
a lower market (both the packers’ and buyers’ bug- 
bear) in the near future. Again the canned goods 
market is in one of those peculiar positions which is 
so often notable, namely, the possibility of sudden, un- 
expected material advance, which is liable to surprise 
even the most well-posted operators. While tomatoes 
can be considered a dry weather product, at the same 
time some rain is absolutely necessary in order to 
obtain size, quantity, color, flavor and condition. Prices 
during the past week have ranged for 3s tomatoes 
from the extra standard quality at 75¢ to standard at 
7oc down to seconds at 60 to 65c. Packers are regu- 
lating their prices according to quality and condition, 
and those who have looked for the best quality at the 
lowest price have had cause for disappointment. The 
buying of futures since the first of the year has not 
been as customary in previous years subject to spells 
and starts. There has been a continuous day to day 
dropping of orders, for no large quantity, at any time; 
at the same time, in summing up the total, the aggre- 
gate amounts to about the usual quantity of future 
sales recorded at this season of the year, and the ma- 


years. 
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jority of packers, on account of weather conditions 
decline to take on any further business whatsoever 
questioning whether there is a probability of filling 
any more cans than they have already contracted to 
deliver, and even should they be more fortunate than 
this they feel that the conditions governing are liable 
to award them a better price than the extremely low 
figure at which futures have been sold during the past 
four or five months.

Tomatoes—We are booking orders for spot No. 3 
standards at 67¥%c and futures. for prompt shipment 
when packed at 7oc. No. 2’s are unchanged at soe 
for either spots or futures. We are quoting spots No, 
10, at $1.85, and futures at $2 to $2.10, all subject to 
confirmation. 

Corn—The corn market is decidedly firmer. Best 
trade we quote in spot corn is 65c for shoepeg and 
07% to 7oc for Maine style. The excessive dry weather 
is seriously injuring corn, and tomatoes are also show- 
ing the effects of the dry spell. As a result there is 
no future corn being offered and some packers have 
withdrawn on tomatoes.

The weather conditions remain practically un- 
changed up to this writing, though the.weather man 
has promised faithfully to let it rain today, and to have 
it continue until we have had an abundance of it to 
meet all requirements. Broken promises, however, les- 
sen one’s confidence in him until he makes good. Rain 
and plenty of it is now an actual necessity throughout 
this section for the salvation of the corn crop, but the 
tomato crop is not yet, by any means, altogether hope- 
less. It is too early in the season to form any reliable 
opinion about the size of the crop from the acreage 
planted, though the start is not what might be called 
favorable. The developments during the next three 
or four weeks will, doubtless, enable one to judge of 
the future course of the market with some degree of 
accuracy. Up to this date the receipts of raw toma- 
toes for canning purposes have been disappointingly 
light, hence the firmer undertone to the market. The

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demand has been large enough for several weeks past 
encourage the belief that the fall trade will be fully 


to ‘ 
up to the average of any normal season, and prepara- 
tions to meet it have been made if the crop has no seri- 


ous setback. All the canneries in this section that pack 
tomatoes will be in operation within the next week 
or so, by which time the crop will, probably, be at its 
best as to quality. At present the market looks to be 
in buyers’ favor. 

Doleful reports about the corn crop in 
and the adjacent states are plentiful, and appear to 
be truthful. In consequence, the cheaper grades of 
spot corn have been in demand, and the stocks are 
pretty well cleaned up at advancing prices. Future 
corn has stiffened up as a result. String beans are 
more active because the growers claim to have lost 
money on the spring crop and will put in some other 
crop next fall instead. Besides; the canned article is 
cheap at today’s prices. Spinach, kraut and sweet po- 
tatoes are fairly active, also, but peas continue to be 
dull. 

In fruits, blackberries had a good advance, which 
stimulated the buying of other berries, and some fur- 
ther improvement in prices may be expected. New 
apples are being packed and sold at attractive prices 
for prompt shipment. The pear crop is said to be 
short. Pineapples are dull, except that pie grated pines 
are scarce and stronger. The receipts of peaches are 
so light, and the cost so high, that the canners are 
making but little effort, comparatively, to get them 
into cans. Any two or three of the larger canneries 
here could, without much extra effort, handle all the 
peaches received here daily. Only a few pie peaches 
and seconds have been packed so far, and no standards 
worth speaking of. 


Maryland

Small Fruits—Blackberries and cherries have ad- 
vanced. In our last circular we quoted blackberries at 
soc; our price today is 65c per dozen. Red cherries 
were quoted at 65c per dozen, closed today at 70 to 75c 
per dozen. This advance on blackberries and cherries 
is the result of a very short crop of both articles. 

Packing of tomatoes has been going on in Baltimore 
for several weeks. This early packing of tomatoes 
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however has been lighter than we have had it for 
years. The packers have hardly started up in the coun- 
try section. Reports seem to indicate there won't be 
many tomatoes packed before September. Reports as 
to the condition of the tomato crop are somewhat con- 
flicting. The general idea seems to be, however, that 
the dry weather during the past two months has prob- 
ably now reached a point where some damage is prob- 
ably being done. Tomatoes, apparently, can stand a 
good deal of dry weather, but growers say there is a 
limit. We are having a good demand for tomatoes 
from all sections. 

Future tomatoes continue strong. Packers are not 
pushing them. We are filling orders at 50 and 7oc per 
dozen for No. 2 and No. 3 standards and $2 per dozen 
for No. 10 standards. Some of the largest packers 
have withdrawn from the market and say they will stay 
out for a while. ° 

Corn—The long drought has injured the corn crop 
very seriously in Maryland, according to reports we 
are getting from the corn packers. The Maryland 
packers have withdrawn from the market. There seems 
to be some prospect of rain, and if it comes within the 
next few days a great deal of good will be done, but 
it will be too late to prevent considerable damage. 
Our offerings of corn are rather limited this week. 

Peaches—Packing is going on here and it looks as 
though now the packing will be a very small one. The 
sarly reports of crop damage have apparently not been 
exaggerated. All grades of Baltimore peaches will be 
scarce this year.

The recent wreck on the Chicago, Milwaukee & §

and Mr. and Mrs. F. M. Nichols of the Sears & 
Nichols Co., of Chillicothe, O. At the moment the 
accident occurred they were in the dining car, whereas 
had they been occupying their seats in the regular 
coach they would have suffered serious injury. 

Secretary John M. Flannery, Jr., of the National 
Canned Goods and Dried Fruit Brokers’ Association 
has just finished sending out 5,000 copies of the 1909 
official list of members of that organization to canners, 
buyers and brokers throughout the United States. 
This is the second membership list issued by Secretary 
l‘lannery, and, besides containing more names, jt 
shows several improvements over the first, which was 
published and distributed last year. Among the fea- 
tures of this booklet are the tables giving the schedule 
of official canned goods weights, a table for determin- 
ing the value of individual sizes of prunes from the 
basis price for equal quantities of four sizes, and an- 
other showing the sizes and weights of dried fruit and 
raisin packages. The chief point of improvement, 
however, is that the list is classified, showing the char- 
acter of the business done by each broker; that is, 
whether he is an exclusive canned goods broker, a 
broker in both canned goods and dried fruits, mer- 
chandise, or a general grocery broker. This classi- 
fication enables one to tell at a glance what kind of a 
brokerage business is carried on by any person in the 
list in whom he may be interested. It adds greatly to 
the usefulness of the list and Secretary Flannery is to 
be congratulated on his good work. It is also to be 
noted that the booklet contains the resolutions adopted 
by various canners’ associations and the National 
Wholesale Grocers’ association endorsing the National 
Canned Goods and Dried Fruit Brokers’ Association. 
The members of the National Wholesale Grocers’ As- 
sociation in their resolutions endorsing the brokers’ or- 
ganization said: “It is to the best interest of mem- 
bers of this association, in making purchases or sales 
where brokers are the medium of same, to give pref- 
erence to such brokers as are members of the Na- 
tional Canned Goods and Dried Fruit Brokers’ Asso- 
ciation. This action is taken in view of the stand 
their association has taken in recommending the un- 
dertaking to confine their dealings strictly with the 
wholesalers, and only such firms or dealers as are 
named by the different local wholesale grocers’ asso- 
ciations.”

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RAILROADS OPPOSE INTERSTATE COMMERCE COM- 
MISSION’S THROUGH FREIGHT PLAN. 

The third attack of the western railroads against the 
interstate commerce commission, involving the com- 
mission’s order that through interline freight rates 
from the east shall be less than the sums of the local 
rates, will be initiated this week before the Federal 
Circuit Court of Appeals. 

The Rock Island will file a bill asking for a prelim- 
inary injunction to restrain the commission from en- 
forcing its most recent order of this kind, which re- 
duces the through rates from points east of the []linois 
Indiana line to Des Moines, Ia. 

On complaint of the Greater Des Moines committee 
the commission held that the through rates were too 
high because the Rock Island’s proportional from the 
Mississippi river to Des Moines was excesstve and or- 
dered reductions ranging from 5 and 6 cents per hun- 
dred pounds on first class-traffic down to correspond- 
ing amounts on the lower classes. The order takes 
effect September I. 

At about the same time the decision of Judges Gross- 
cup, Baker, and Kohlsaat will be rendered in the Mis- 
souri river rate case, the first of the three cases which 
have aroused the through rate litigation, and which 
will settle one of the most important questions involv- 
ing the commission’s power to regulate freight rates. 

The judges have agreed upon the decision, the opin- 
ion has been prepared, and it will be handed down this 
week, probably today. In this order the commission 
reduced the through rates from the seaboard to the 
Missouri river below the combination of the local rates 
at Chicago or St. Louis. 

While the Des Moines order applies directly to the 
Rock Island, the other roads passing through Des 
Moines are equally affected on account of competitive 
considerations. William D. McHugh of Omaha had 
been selected a special counsel to handle the case for 
the railroads. Intervening petitions will be filed by 
the St. Paul, Northwestern, Illinois Central, Wabash, 
and Burlington, and Minneapolis and St. Louis rail- 
ways, whose revenues would also be reduced by the 
order. 

It is alleged in the bill that the rates prescribed by 
the commission are unfair because they discriminate in 
favor of Des Moines against other cities in the state 
and that by reducing the proportional west of the Mis- 
sissippi river as applied only to the through traffic the 
commission has reduced the through rate after consid- 
eration of only one of its constitutent parts. 

The decision of the court in the Missouri river case 
has been anxiously awaited by the attorneys for the 
commission and the railroads, traffic officials and ship- 
pers for several months, but the opinion was not ex- 
pected until September. It will be appealed to the 
Supreme Court of the United States in any event, 
either by the roads or by the commission. 

The original order of the commission was made on 
June 24, 1908, and the application for a preliminary 


injunction was granted last October. The delay hag 
been valuable to the railroads, as, according to their 
estimates, the reductions would cost them over $140,099 
a year directly. A final decision in favor of the com. 
mission's ruling, it is declared, will bring about a re 
duction of through rates to all parts of the west, while 
lessening the revenues of the railroads by over $1,009, 
000 a year. 

On the other hand, according to attorneys for the 
commission, an adverse decision would seriously cyr- 
tail their powers to reduce rates in specific instances 
complained of without making similar reductions in al] 
rates dependent thereon to avoid being enjoined on 
grounds of discrimination.

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CABBAGE CROP NEEDS RAIN. 

A report from Allentown, Pa., dated August 12, 
said that “Unless a soaking rain falls within a few 
days the cabbage crop of Lehigh County will be a total 
failure. As it is, the unprecedented drought has fairly 
burned up the crop in some sections and no rain can 
help it. ; : ; 

“With the failure of the cabbage crop, which is 
yearly becoming more and more important, there will 
also be a failure of the sauerkraut crop, to the grief of 
more thousands than those who visit the Allentown 
fair. 

“So great has been the damage inflicted by droughts 
within the past few years that truckers and farmers 
are seriously considering the question of irrigation 
along scientific plans, and at least one company is 
already in the field, exploiting the subject of irrigation, 
and the construction of big central reservoirs is freely 
advocated.” 


AIDS ASPARAGUS GROWERS. 

At last a parasite has been discovered which it is 
hoped will make an effective attack upon the destruc- 
tive beetle prone to feed upon asparagus foliage. This 
parasite is a minute fly which feeds upon the eggs of 
the beetle, according to Director William P. Brooks of 
Amherst station. This parasite appears to lay one of 
its eggs in each of the eggs of the beetle, and the larvz 
live upon the content of the egg of the beetle. The 
work of this parasite appears to be very effective this 
season.

Have you ever heard any one criticise canned foods, say- 
ing they are poison, dirty and not fit for people to eat? 

Do not believe a word of this, read what Dr. Wiley, chief 
of U. 8S. Bureau of Chemistry, has to say about canned goods. 

His letter, a copy of which we give you here, was volun- 
tarily written and will prove, without a doubt, to the most 
skeptical that canned goods are the most wholesome and 
healthful form in which food products can be purchased. 
vanned fruits and vegetables are the very best products of 
fields and gardens, gathered when perfectly ripe and put up 
under the most sanitary conditions, and it only requires a 
personal trip to a cannery to convince any one that this is 
correct. 

Dear Mr. Frost: I have often regretted the inadvertent 
injury which is done to the canned goods trade by enthusias- 
tic, well-intentioned, and yet not fully informed writers, im- 
plying that canned goods, as such, are adulterated. I think 
I ean safely say that, taking the whole matter of canned 
goods together, including fish, canned meats, canned vegeta- 
bles, and canned fruits, only an extremely small percentage 
of them ever contain any added substance whatever, except 
food and perhaps a little salt or sugar. I think this fact 
ought to be well advertised and published. 

Of course I do not include in canned goods articles which 
have not been sterilized, for in such articles preservatives 
are often employed. I do not think the great canning trade 
should suffer because such an insignificant few persists in 
either using artificial color, artificial sweetener, or a chem- 
ical preservative. 

Under the rules of the department of agriculture certain 
substances may be used in foods legally, provided their pres- 
ence is plainly stated upon the label. When we consider the 
immense benefit of the canning industry to the consuming 
public, it appears to me that we ought to use every honor- 
able endeavor to set the minds of the community right in 
regard to the composition of such articles. Of course some 
eanned goods are of better quality than others, that is a 
natural and necessary consequence; but the impression that 
people obtain that all canned goods contain artificial colors, 
artificial sweetener and preservatives, is a most erroneous 
one and is harmful to the trade. I am, as you know, a be 
liever in canned goods and in the canning process. I think 
it is a blessing and a blessing which is not in disguise. I 
realize as well as any one that public prejudice is difficult 
to control and to rectify, but I should like to do as much as 
I can to help this good trade along by appealing to the pub- 
lic not to condemn the whole trade because occasionally a

United States Department of Agriculture Food Decision 
No. 101 has decided for the present the use of benzoate of 
soda in foods, stating in part that ‘‘benzoate of soda in 
quantities not exceeding one-tenth of one per cent may be 
added to those foods in which generally heretofore it has 
been used. The addition of benzoate of soda shall be 
plainly stated upon the label of each package of such food,” 

Twenty-five million dozen cans tomatoes, 15,000,000 dozen 
eans corn, 12,000,000 dozen cans peas consumed last year in 
the United States. This speaks for itself. Eight hundred 
and twelve thousand dozen cans tomatoes, 1,866,000 dozen 
cans corn, 398,000 dozen cans peas of the above totals pro- 
duced in Ohio.

MAINE’S FISH COMMISSIONER TALKS CONCERNING 
THE LOBSTER INDUSTRY. 


James Donohue, fish commissioner of Maine, speak- 
ing of lobster fishing, says that on the outside islands 
the men are averaging $2,500 a vear. 

“During the past several years the lobster industry 
has returned to the fishermen $2,000,000 each year,” 
said the commissioner. “This gives some idea of its 
importance to the state. This money is practically all 
profit, for it is the payment for labor performed by 
independent producers. The reports show that there 
are now about 3,000 men engaged in this branch of the 
fishing industry, and that their average income is $750 
a vear. There is no other industry that gives the same 
average returns. But in considering this average in- 
come several facts must be taken into consideration. 
The most important of these is that many of the 3,000 
men do not fish ‘hard’ and are not employed all the 
year. Some of them fish in the summer-time alone and 
many of them do not handle more than 35 or 40 traps, 
with a large number handling fewer. The men who 
put all their time into the business—and all the men 
engaged in it could put in all their time—handle from 
80 to 125 traps, and these men average $2,500 a year. 
They are putting their money away for the most part 
and are living well besides. If all the fishermen worked 
as hard, the aggregate catch would be a great deal 
larger. 

“There is another fact which has been demonstrated 
for several years, and which is still being demon- 
strated, and that is that where the fishermen obey the 
law and throw back into the water shorts the fishing 
returns great profit. The best fishing now is off the 
outer islands, where practically no shorts are handled. 
There are no hotels to tempt the fishermen to dispose 
of them, and very few of them will sell any to the Bos- 
ton smacks. If they should happen to have a few that 


were a half-inch or an inch short of the legal length, 
they insist on getting the full price for them, and the 
Boston smacks are not paying the full price for lob- 
sters of that size. 


Probably a few shorts are being 











sold by the outside fishermen, but there are not many 
of them doing it. 

“On the other hand, the fishermen in on the shore 
are not doing nearly so well. They are averaging 
about one count lobster to four traps at this time, and 
the greater number of them realize that the poorer 
showing in on the coast is due to the fact that shorts 
instead of being thrown back into the water, have been 
sold to summer visitors and to the hotels. If all the 
fishermen would throw back their shorts, it would be 
only a few years when fishing on the shore would re- 
turn as big profits as it does off the outer islands.” 


WELSH TINPLATE INDUSTRY—UNITED STATEs 
STEADY MARKET FOR PLATES AND SHEETS. 


Consul Jesse H. Johnson, of Swansea, furnishes the 
following statistics covering the tinplate and sheet-stee| 
industry of South Wales: 

“At the end of May, 1909, there were 398 tinplate 
mills and 52 sheet-steel mills in operation in South 
Wales, and the total number of employees was 22,500, 
Large consignments of tinplates are exported to the 
Far East, China and Singapore, and the United States 
continues, under the drawback clause of the tariff, to 
be a steady market for this special trade. During the 
month of April the following quantities, in tons, were 
exported to the countries mentioned: United States, 
6,250; british East Indies, 4,692; Germany, 2,989; 
France, 1,895; Netherlands, 3,752; all other countries, 
19,685; total, 39,203 tons. During the same month 
5,083 tons of black plates were exported. 

“It is difficult and confusing to associate and com- 
pare the foregoing figures with the quarterly returns 
(declared exports) sent from this office, for the reason 
that during the course of twelve months thousands of 
tons of tinplates are invoiced through the Liverpool 
consulate, although such tinplates are manufactured 
in this district. For instance, the Minnesota sailed 
for Philadelphia on June 8, 1909, and, according to its 
manifest, had 15,400 boxes of tinplates, weighing a 
little over 1,061 tons, for all of which consular invoices 
passed through the Liverpool consulate. 

“Today's quotations (June 23) on the Swansea 
Metal Exchange are as follows: Tinplates: I. C., 20 
by 14, $2.95 per box; I. C. wasters, $2.86 per box ; odd 
sizes, basis, $3.01 per box. Block tin, $646.02 per 
ton; spelter, $107 per ton; steel bars, $21.89 per ton. 

“The quantity of tinplates shipped during the week 
ended June 19 was 699,954 boxes, and the stock in dock 
warehouses 204,868 boxes.”

portion of that state, and even the interest of a 
congressional district for a few contributors to a cam- 
paign fund, that it points to the establishment of the 
new tyranny of which Mr. Chesterton speaks. 

This moral rot in our commercial system, so inde- 
cently displayed in the United States Senate, is one 
of a number of signs which should cause us to think. 
—Wall Street Journal. 





FRENCH SCIENTIST SAYS WEATHER CAN BE FORE- 
TOLD YEAR AHEAD. 

Teisserenc Debort, the distinguished French min- 
erologist, believes, according to a cablegram from 
Paris, that real progress at last has been made in the 
direction of determining in advance the general char- 
acter of the seasons. Wide and continued observations 
of the behavior of atmospheric movements and ocean 
currents seem to him to establish the already certain 
general laws and furnish hope that man soon will be 
able to predict weather months beforehand. 

“For thirty years I have been studying the move- 
ments of the centers of high and low pressure,” Debort 
says. “I observe certain interesting and suggestive 
phenomena. For instance, in the summer, when the 
oceanic high pressures, whose center is in the neigh- 
borhood of the Azores, remain south of England and 
west of Europe, we enjoy normal weather and clear 
skies. 

Where the Rains Come From. 

“If the contrary, the high pressures are driven back 
toward the south, they leave the field clear for at- 
mospheric vortices with low pressures, which ordi- 
narily remain in the altitude of Iceland, and west winds 
with gentle winds predominate in Western Europe. If 
the high pressures reascend to the north without ex- 
panding over Europe we have cold winds, rains, and 
hail in winter. 

“Equally interesting facts are observed now as to the 
differences in the temperature of the marine currents, 





like the gulf stream influence on the behavior of ate 
mospheric depression, 

‘Professor Hildebrandson, the Swedish savant, has 
given some years of study to the relations of high and 
low pressure areas and the marine currents. From one 
series of suggestive curves he has drawn the curioyg 
fact that it is made clear that the temperature of North 
Cape summer is the opposite of that of Iceland the nex 
springtime. 

Iceland Pattern to America. 

“The spring in the northern part of North America 
is of the same character as the weather in Iceland in 
the March year preceding. Likewise he is able to de. 
duce from observations in Iceland what will be the 
character of the season in Newfoundland six months 
later. The behavior of the atmospheric pressure at the 
North Cape in the springtime is regularly the opposite 
of that of the corresponding season reported from Hun- 
gary.” 

From these and similar facts, Teisserenc Debort 
concludes, there is every reason to believe that more 
widely extended observations would reveal the laws 
which would make it possible to foretell the seasons 
anywhere. 

He regards it as absurd that man should continue to 
live on earth ignorant of the atmospheric laws which 
to so great a degree affect his happiness and prosper- 
ity. 

Wants All to Co-operate. 

te declares that the earth now is so widely populated 
with intelligent races, with telegraph reaching every- 
where, that it only is necessary to establish an intelli- 
gent co-operative study of the atmosphere to enable 
man to predict weather as positively as the phases of 
the moon or the appearance of comets. 

He has great hopes that good results will attend the 
establishment, at the Monaco conference last May, of 
an organization for co-operative meteorological reports 
in all parts of the world, from Spitzbergen to the South 
Pacific islets. Man is just beginning to understand 
that he needn't be the ignorant victim of the weather. 

BEAN DISEASES. 
The chief bean diseases are anthracnose, blight and 
rust. ; 

Whetzel, of Cornell, describes them as follows: 

Anthracnose.—Rusty, brown or black spots on stem, 
pods or leaves, frequently on all. These spots occur 
on the seed leaves of plants just up. On the leaves of 
older plants they blacken and kill the vines on the 
underside. Diseased seeds show reddish brown or 
black spots and are often shrunken or shriveled. 

Blight—Leaves at first with very large watery 
brown patches which shortly become dry and brittle. 
The diseased leaves curl more or less and look as 
though they had been scorched. Affected pods show 
watery spots which do not become black as in the case 
of anthracnose. Entire pod may become soft and rot- 
ten. 

Rust.—Leaves usually remaining. green, or in severe 
cases becoming a sickly yellow color. Spots on the 
underside of leaf very small, rusty brown or black. 
Sometimes showing on upper surface of leaf as black 
spots with yellow borders. Seldom occurring on stems 
or pods. 

The anthracnose is a plant as much as the bean plant 
upon which it lives. It is a parasite, like dodder on 
clover, etc. It has the same thread-like mycelium

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found with fungus diseases of this nature, which grow 
into the tissues of the bean and thus obtains its food 
and also develops spores which are seed producing. 
These seeds are communicated to healthy beans and 
thus they are spread. 

The disease can be detected when the young bean 
seedlings first make their appearance as minute brown 
spots. It affects the bean as much as the stalk and 
ieaves, and the germ or seed spores are carried over 
in the seed mostly. No treatment has yet been found 
to destroy such affected beans before planting them. 
Acids, ete., usually used to destroy fungus, spores, like 
smut in grain, or scab in potatoes, has no effect on 
these spores, because they are within the bean and 
cannot be reached. Notwithstanding this, seed treat- 
ment is to be recommended, then spraying with Bor- 
deaux should begin as soon as the plants appear and 
continued every few days until seven or eight spray- 
ings have been given. 

Bean growers must be persistent and thorough in 
their warfare against the disease if it is to be con- 
trolled. 

The blight and rust fungus of the bean require the 
same treatment necessary to control them on other 
plants, but the control of the anthracnose will also con- 
trol the minor difficulties. 


EXAMINATION OF CANNERS’ VARNISHES. 

Moist food products, as certain kinds of fruits, are 
put up in cans which have been previously varnished 
with shellac. This coating of shellac protects the sur- 
face of the metal and for a long time prevents the 
formation of iron salts which would discolor the prod- 
uct. This protective action of the varnish, however, 
is obtained only if the shellac fulfils certain conditions ; 
varnishes which have been sold to canners have caused 
more annoyance than the troubles they are supposed to 
prevent. One of the worst frauds practiced by manu- 
facturers of varnishes for canners’ use arises from the 
demand for golden vellow varnishes. To secure a bet- 
ter appearance the shellac is stained with a vellow 
dye; even picric acid, a brilliant yellow dye but at the 
same time a substance with a very bitter taste, has 
been used to color canners’ varnishes. 

In testing varnish to determine its suitability for 
canners’ use Gruber* examines it as follows: 

First, the ratio between volatile and non-volatile 
matter in the shellac is determined. Ten grams of the 
sample are weighed off and mixed with weighed 
amounts of ignited sand or bits of broken glass. The 
sample so prepared is then dried to constant weight at 
125 degrees C. The sample should lose not less than 
306 per cent at this temperature: if the loss in weight 
is less than this the varnish is liable to flake and peel 
off, exposing the metal to the attack of the acid liquid. 
As a rule it is found that the darker the varnish the 
less volatile matter it contains. 

Secondly, the behavior of the varnish towards water 
is tested. Five grams are boiled with 150 c.c. of dis- 
tilled water for 10 minutes, and then filtered. The 
filtrate should be clear and bright, with only the faint 
taste characteristic of shellac. If the filtrate has a 
yellow color, shows opalescence, or has a bitter taste, 
the varnish is unsuitable for canners’ use. This test 
is next repeated by heating. some of the varnish with a 
I per cent solution of citric acid under pressure at 116 
degrees C, for 10 minutes. The filtrate from the sam-

ple so treated should show neither turbidity, color, o, 
taste. : 
Thirdly, the sample is tested by, spreading on tip, 
plate and heating in an air bath for three or four hoy, 
at 125 degrees to 135 degrees C., to complete drynes 
At the end of this treatment the varnish should be 
found completely covering the metal surface, withoy 
crack or blister.—Pure Products.

KILLING FLIES ON A LARGE SCALE. 


A simple method of killing flies that infest stables, 
dairies or other establishments is recommended by Tri 
lat and Legendre. Their method consists in exposing, 
in situations where the flies congregate, a solution con- 
taining 15 per cent of formol, 20 per cent of milk and 
65 per cent of water. For the best results the vessels 
containing this solution should be as shallow and as 
wide as possible. The flies feed on this liquid and are 
poisoned by the formaldehyde. The greater number 
of the dead bodies of the flies are found not in the 
vessels containing the liquid but at some little differ- 
ence therefrom.
